thoſe: late times, you may mourn for it, and by repentance 
obtain mercy« It is not denied , much: wickedneſs hath been 
commirted in the very ſight of the Sur, and witha high Arm, 
bat moſt are ready to waſh their hands, and to clear themſelves 
becauſe of thoſe: plauſible ends they perhaps had in their eye, 
not-conſidering that :good Intentions can never juſtifie bad 
ARions 2 orhers ate apt to extenuate, and lefſen whar they 
have done amiſſe,, or conſented vnto, by excuſes drawn from 
Tenorance, Example and Simplicity. So as to this day, it is 
doubrfull ( notwithſtanding of all the diſpenſations they have 
ſeen ) wherher the Mask yer be taken off, or that Paint waſh'd 
away under which much Deformity was cover'd,or the Principte 
chang*d, rhoſe rranſations which were Criminal, may, perhaps, 
by ſome be ſtill owned, as CharaRters of Duty , and a multi» 
tude may yet be inſnared io the mire of deluſion and error, 
neverthel:fſe that many ingenuous perſons ſong ago have been 
undeceived upon foreſight of rhoſe ſad events that came to paſs 
FEA KS. thereafter, 


been intangled in, knowing it was Sumanunm errare , but worle 
to perſevere. 

Upon this account I hope it may not be judged Arrogance, 
or- Preſumption for ns to excite one another to ſo neceſſary's 
duty, ſo mach importing that Peace of Conſcience, and that 
eternal Felicity we all look for. 

In order whereunto, it may be uſefull to preſent to your view 
a ſhort Embleme of that which your own more exaR obſervati= 
on muſt needs ſuggeſt to your memories and apprchenſions , in 
deeper and more lively colours , being ſo recently ated amongſt

! In the year 1637. ſuch a feayeriſh diſtemper feized upon 
the animal ſpirits of a great many of the Kingdom , as that by 
degrees the natural conſticution of the body Politick was al- 
tered, the humors infe&ed, the vital parcs and bloud inflamed 
and corrupted. ' Whether this peſtilcntious air had its origi- 
nal from the Maligne influences of che Stars, or inſtouated by 
the artifices and malice of Men and Dcvils , or inflicted by the 
Almighty for puniſhing a (infull and unthankfull Generation, 
as the firſt and ſupreme cauſe over-ruliog all other to ſctve his 
purpoſes, I leave ro your own diſquiſition : However, certain 
it was , the Contagion became univerſal, perſons of all Ranks 


and Degrees were taken with it, and moſt dangerous ſymprames 


more and more appeared : Thoſe who had lived in the injoy- 
ment of a long Peace, and were full of -th2 fruits of it, Riches 
and Plenty , but more happy in being under the Government 
of the moſt Religious and beſt Prince in the World, in the vio- 
leace of their Cer, threw away their mercics, and diſtur« 
bed a well ſerled Chnrch and State, gradually deſcending from 
Daty to FaRtion and Rebcllion : firk, ſuffering themſelves-t0 
believe aſperfions , and falſe repreſentations of their Dread Sos 
veraign ; thercafcer limiting, preſcribing and impoſing upon the 
Royal Authority to ſerve their ends and intereſts ; and laſt 
of all, by Arms iavading it, aſſumed it unto themſelves, follows 
ing that Maxim, Scelera ſceleribus tuendse ſunt. Andall this 
done ( as either they did believe , or would have the people to 
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Religion, Extirpation of Herefie , Superſtition and Arbitrary 
Government , Notions and Terms frequently uſed by Rebel- 
lious and faRtious Innovators, whereby many were deluded, 
and made to promote (as isto be feared ) the ambitious and 
covetous ends of a few. Thus all at laſt was involv'd into 
one abyiſe of miſery, diſtraftion and diſorder : Whereunto con- 
tributed not a little the concurrence of thoſe: who ſhonld have 
been guides to the peoples Souls, and lights to have ſhown them 
che paths of -Peace and Obedience ; T mean Goſpel Miniſters, 
who ſhould have brought Water to quench, and not Qyl ro 
increaſe the fire ; bur ſome of them, in ſtead of founding a re- 
treat to popular fury, were ( if not kindlers ) fomenters of 
the flame, by the Intereſt and Reputation they had with the 
oples | 

T The Kings moſt Gracious Majeſty, though he could nor 
approve of ſuch irregular and eumnlituous' Combinations as 
then were afoot, without danger to himſelf and his people , 
was pleaſed, by many indulgent Conceſſions, to endeavour to 
quiet their ſpirits even to the height of their profeſſed deſires, 
eipecially in the year; 1640, and 1641+, by H;s own perſonal 
preſence ; but nothing could prevail, the more His Majeſty 
comply*d, the more exorbitant they becawe in their demands, 
untiVf at laſt chey would interpoſe in the Aﬀairs and Govern- 
ment of His other Kingdoms alſo, ditating models in Church 
and Stite there as well 2s at home, to ſerve their beloved In- 
rereſts; unto which His Majeſty could: nyt condeſcend being 
inconſiſting with His honour and ſafety of His people: So 
hard a matter it is, if not impoſſible, for men engaged in pre- 
cip:ices of defeftion to retreat, like all motions downward, 
facilireft deſcenſur averni ; and whom the wind of Ambition 
drives , mon eſpiciiant, fotward they muſt go though - to their 
Utter tuine. 

What bloud and confuſion attended their Counſels and 
undertakings in all the three Nations is well known, and may 
be remembred with horror and trembling : they were the firſt 
movers of che ſtone, ſetting all on fire at bome, and by Corre-

The Wheel at laſt came to turn upon themſclyes, and they 
to drink of the Cup they had made others drink of, when they 
were big with hopes y- and..bigh- iq abe. imaginations, of their 
hearcs., in that Baccle of Dunbar in the year, 1639.

8 Generation ,nq 
eters but worſcghanwhemſclyes', What was then the pro=- 
duR of all their Ccmbinations and Conſpiracies againſt their 
King , Laws, and fellow SubjeAts ? Nothing but ruine to them» 
ſelves, and with them ro a poor Kingdom, whoſe Bloud and 
Treaſure they had milimployed to ſerve. their ends ,-and fo ex- 
hauſted ic, that when the people were withing ro Sacrifice their 
lives. ard fortunes, for the ſervice of His Majzſty that now is, 
in the year, 1650. and 1651+ What they could doy proved in- 
ſigaificanc ro «ﬀ ſo great and good a Work; and thereupon 
the Nation was ſubgued ,;and ſubjected ro the power of a_Re» 
bellious (word, The Kings Majeſty expell'd His K:ngdoms, the 
moſt Eminent of His SubjeRs (lain in the field, impriſoned, or 
baniſhed , others of them who had been faitbfull co Him , and 
aRive for Him, forced for their preſervation and ſubſiſtence, 
and preventing the final ruine of a poor Country deſign'd to de- 
ſtruRion upon the leaſt pretence , to comply, own and aR, uns 
der a Tyraanical and unjuſt powers wo-vT of 
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Which fort'd 'Comptiunce, dit |excetdingly add? to alt theie 
former ' Suftetirips and ' Cahamities; bur the hope they had 
of ſeeing thar'day they now bet:old, made- chem bear all with 
Patience. | 

This is a ſhort and rough Draught of what you have: been 
AQots ing of Spectators of; a fad and-Fragicall Scene, anda 
Bloudy Stage theſe Kingdoms have been. Nov doubr} you are 
able to add to- this, both light and colours, and ſo give life 
unto it; you have here only Tome lineaments offered for your 
improvement. : 

Conſider, Tbefeeth you',” how many ehouſands have loſt 
their lives in. the field'; molt" whereof by'a-miſ-guided zeal , 
or implicit adherence ro a Party , were induced to believe that 
therein confiſted their duty ro God and their Countrey, Tan 
puns pormit R-iigi0 ſnadere malorum. Butalas! it was but 
D-Jiifion and Error ; 'yon area remnant lefr, you have ovit- 
lived a tofig age of War, 2ad feen'the wonderfult Work of the 
Almighty , r!te Reſtauration of His Majeſty co His Crowns and 
Kingdoms. Should not this mercy you have above others no 
more guilty than your ſelves, oblidge you to a ſerious review 
of theſe things , impartiafly charging your ſouls with what ac- 
cc/lion you have had to the fin and ifhiquity of them? - You 
have to do on the one hand with a God whoſe Merey is above 
all His Works ; many of you, no doubt, will have St. Pan's 
plea, 'what they did was in Ignorance z thoſe who you look'd 
gpon 2s Guides, cauſed yon toerre, by advice and example; 
on the other'hand , you. have to do with a moſt Gracious King, 
whole glory it is to be 'mercifull, in imitation of that eternal! 
Goodnefle: He hath mercy not only for ſuch as went aſtray 
from their duty through the ſimplicity of their hearts, but for 
bitter enemies alſo, Improve then the opportunity you have 
yet in your hands, to the' Glory of God , the fatisfaRtion of 
other Nations , the comfort of your own ſouls, and the bene- 
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- conſtant, though in a bad Cauſe ) keep you back. Benot 
alham'd to diſown and declare againſt ſych Methods and 
Courſes, as formerly led you. to. that ruine-you have beheld 
wich your cyes,no leſs than the ſubverſion of yonr ancient Go» 
vernment by Bloud and Deſolation; Inform your children 
to beware of your ſins, leſt they partake of your Judgements ; 
This will evidence eruce Repentance, this will purchaſe you Se» _ = 
renity of mind, Peace with God, and Peace with man, For 38 
the carrying on this Work , I ſhal:, make bold co mention tye 
or three particulars,that ſeem to be of as deep a dy as any you 4 
have been guilcy of, «nd therefore ſpecially. ro be mourn'd for, * 
though perhaps you have not as yet taken notice of the wicked» 
neſs of them in that latitude you ought. 

Inthe firſt-place, I ſhall begin with thoſe Covenants ,-and 
Oaths you cook, the grand Engines of drawing you away 
from your Duty at firſt, and the very womb-hat impregoated 
all the Treaſons, Warrs and Calamitics you have ated, ſeen 
or felc ; Sinfull in the manner , as centred into, and impoſed 

upon others over whom you had no authority ;. ane's ag 
*- the matter, as obliging to Injuſtice, breach of Duty andfor« 
mer Oaths, to the abetting and maintaining Rebelliow and ** 
War , againſt your Sacred Soveraign His Perſon and Authori® + 
ty ; by which Oaths God was highly provoked,your Kiog's Juſt 
Rights trampled on, and obedicnce co him ſubjeRed, and made 
ſubordioare to inferiour ends. | , 

In the gext place, you would not forget that great impo- 
ture (if you had any hand in it) thoſe mock Repentances 
many Loyal and Faithfull Subj-As were enjoyned to make, 
before they could” be admitted co ſerve their King agaioſt a 
common Enemy, for no Crimes but performing good and he- 
ceflary Duties ; You called evi/ good, and goos evil, Loyalty 
afin, and a Rebellion-a vertue. Surely the thoughts of this | 
muſt ly heavy upon. the ſpirits of ſome : dayes of Fafting and 
Humiliation were kept, that we might be more wicked ; in 
this was the /niqnity even of your bely things. And laſtly,

- Theſe chings are not mentioned to render you odious in 
the fight of man ; but that you may humble your ſelves for 
chem in the fight - of God : If _ ogce a repentivg, ſpirit be 
wred” forth opon you, none can be ſo rigid andſevere to 
OI as you will be to your felyes ; none will netE&toexcite 
you to Repentance, you will long and wait for opportunities 
to demonſtrate it to the World ; you will be far from ex- 
tenuating Crimes by falſe comments and'gloſſes ;; No, you will 
d&fire to ſhew rhem io. the. worſt no, - that'when Divine 


goodnefletiarh vouchſafed you mercy; His, infinite Grace and 
Love may, appear more abundang ; atid that when your gra- 


ctons Prince hath forgot and forgiven, all,, His tranſcendent 
tmceknefſe andclemency may be. more manifeſt to all the World ; 
There will be. no' need rg invite you co hate and abborre (ach

Him. Can any be {o dim-ſfighred as not ro ſee che eminent hand 
ofthe Almighty in this great Work ? No ſurely, none can, but 
ſuch as are given up ta blindneſſe of underſtanding, to a deluded 
or bitter ſpirit : Can any think that Fortune, Time , Craft, or 
Induſtry did effeQtuare it ? No, Chriſtians ought, and will. con- 
ceive otherwiſe, and that there is a ſecret and crernal Wheel, 
the Spripg of all motions and revolutions. 

There was indeed a complication of Craft, Diſſimulation, 
Perjury, Blood, Force and Combinations, Helliſh Inſtrumears 
and, Arts made uſc of ,,in expelling of: Him ;_ bur God, who is 
Omaipotent, -and hath che hearts of men in His hand, necds no 
ſuch tobring to paſſe ehe council of His will, | 

The moſt. implacable of His Majeſties enemies themſelves 
being Judges, muſt and do confefle, that God hath owned Him 
and His Canſe: Doth not all this ſpeak aloud to. the people of 
theſe Nations to Receive , Love and. Obey Him ? If Rebellion 
and Diſobedicnce be capable of degrees , Surely to dlgbey_ Hig

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ommands , to oppoſe His Authority , would be Rebellion of 
the firſt Magnitude. >; AR a 
' If there were any of thoſe Vicious Humours yet remaining 
that were the fewel of our firſt Diſtempers (as I hope there are 
none )I would recommend to ſuch as an Alexiterion , to pre- 
ſent often to their mind the beginnings , progrefle., and dole- 
Full Iſſues of ſuch Counſels and aRings as we bave been in» 
paped in, which were nor only che naked Events, bur the pro= 
per, ad natural effeAts of FaQtion and prepoſterous Zeal, this 
would be in ſtead of all other Antidotes> If the Errors of 
others ſhould make us wiſe , how. much more. ſhould. we be 
inſtrui&ed by our own? The care-we have to preſerve our bodily 
heal: b,cautioneth us not to taſte ſuch mears as once provedDe- 
ſtruive,how much more wary ſhould we be in medling or tam- 
pering wich any ching that occaſion'd ſuch a moral ſicknelſe of 
the body politick ?_ If ſuch Humpurs be ſpegpir will be known 
by the iatroducing of the contrary The Phyficians ſay,that ſq 
Joog as the natura),; vital, or animal faculcies, do not perform, 
or perform amiſſe their proper funRions and aRions, the body 
js not io health; bur if there be good blood , and ſpirits gene- 
rared, a ſvuing tizbic of Doves arcatned, ir; denotes; all is well. 
It is ſo in the State, when the people breach forth: Obedierice, 
Pexce and Love, it is a diagnoſtick ſign they are in a good tem- 
per. Search your ſelves, you are beſt acquainted with your 
own Conſticutions, and ſee that the Diſeaſe be eradicated: and 
not palliated ; if all. be* right with you, you, will defire-to 
make it knowa to all the world, that yow are recover'd from 
ſuch a dangerous and long lickneſſe : you have been of late the 
Reproach of the Proteſtant Religion, and the ſcorn of Nations, 
begin now to be Exemplary unto them in Piety towards 
God , Devotion xp your Soveraign,-and Love to your Cogn- 
trey , thus God will rejoyce over you. to: do you good;, the 
King will delighe in you as in Faithfull Subjets, 3nd others 
will be provoked by you to exceed you in Loyalty and Duty. 
Thus will you make up the Breaches you broke down in ſome 
meaſure, and waſh away thoſe ſpots and Rtains you have 
brought upon your ſelves and the Nation. 
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Tr eimb coming Heware of difpating; or queſtioning the Com: 
mands , or Authority of. your Soveraign, that was the firſt ſtep 
that led ont 'of your way fortmerly, and will again lead you 
into-a Relapſe, Proncipuus ohſta.

Some will perhaps anſwer , thar their Authority is Divine,

- _ If you will have recourſe to the Scriptures and Primitive 
Times of che Church, Biſhops will be found there warranted, 
and fince the Church hath had-Chriſtian Kings co be nucfing 
Fathers to it, they have been continued , and fuccher deprecs 
of Honour and Power plac'd. opon them, for the good of the 
Church and propagation of the Goſpel, and ſerving thoſe great 
ends of Government, in which conſiſts the well-being of 2 
Pcople as Men or Chriſtians.
